AIIC  Capability  for  Investigating  Sig  htings  of  Unidantirieu 
Aerial  Fhenoiiiena 

AFCIl^-Fla  (j/col  Sullivan) 

1.  A briefing  on  the  Air  Force  Unidentifieu  Aerial  FiMnumeua  I'rograi^ 
was  held  for  rten-Jc/ors  of  the  douse  Armed  Services  Coicmittee,  uO‘Uio 
Space  and  Astronautics  Coismittoo  and  UIA  on  i^  July  I^SC.  Luring  the 
ensuing  dlscussicAi  :4r  tiobert  Srnart  of  die  House  Armed  Forces  Committee 
statoa  that  due  to  tiie  usually  lijid.ted  tecimlcal  capability  of  the  A.ir 
Force  baees^  ATXC  should  conduct  the  investigations  on  those  cases 
which  give  indication  of  having  special  aignil'icance. 

2.  The  ATXC  Aerial  Phenomena  Croup  is  presently  staffed  with  one 
conarAssioned  officer  and  one  non-conuilsaiuned  officer.  To  adequately 
conduct  tlie  additional  function  of  investigation  of  aignif leant  sighting 
this  office  requires  the  assigni'ient  of  an  additional  officer. 

3.  It  Is  estimated  that  it  will  cost  -331^0,00  per  year  travel  funds  to 
1.nplerr4ent  this  capability. 

I4.  Tlie  necesoaj^  action  has  been  initiateu  at  this  level  to  obtain 
both  the  additional  pei*sonnel  and  funus  required  to  carry  out  this 
operation.

1.  On  P'rlday,  15  July,  in  Secretary  sharp's  Conforenoe  Room, 
members  of  this  Directorate,  APCI5  and  SAPT.T,  briefed  the  following 
Congressional  Conunitteos  on  the  Air  Force' o UFO  progrsmi  tho 
Preparednose  3ub-<?oimnittoe  of  tho  Un  donate,  the  Science  and  Astro* 
nautloo  Committee  of  the  Kouao,  and  the  Anned  Services  Committee 

of  the  House. 

2.  In  addition  to  personnel  from  each  of  these  Committees  and 
this  headquarters,  Dr.  liynok  of  Horthwoatem  University  (our  civilian 
consultant  on  UPO's)  and  '.tajor  Friend  of  ATIC  attended  tMs  briefing, 

3.  The  Congressional  Committees  involved  wanted  reasoixranoo 
from  the  Air  Force  oonoorning  our  position  on  imi den ti fled  flying 
objects  bocause  they  have  received  a groat  deal  of  pressure  from 
constituents  advocating  public  hearings  on  this  subject. 

^4*  All  personnel  attending  the  briefing  were  pleased  with  the 
results  and  the  general  concensus  is  that  no  public  hearings  will 
be  hold  in  the  near  future. 


5.  However,  this  meeting  and  the  informal  diaoussions  vdiich 
followed  revealed  tho  fact  that  ATIC  (:>Iajor  Friend's  office)  must 
have  immediate  mobility  to  investigate  spoolflo  UFO  sittings  ^diich 
generate  instantaneous  press,  public  and  Congressional  interest. 
This  mobility  will,  of  oourse,  involve  TRY  funds  for  llajor  Friend 
or  other  investigative  personnel  to  visit  tho  scene  of  a epocific 
sighting  and  could,  I am  told,  involve  the  assignment  of  additional 
personnel  to  Major  Friend's  office.  .lAFOI,  fiAFI.L,  Dr.  Hynek  nad 
AFCIH— P— la  all  concur  in  this  need  for  immediate  mobility  in 
investigating  certain  speclfio  sittings. 


6.  Therefore  roqueat  your  office  support  this  recommondation 
and  action  be  taken  as  soon  as  possible  to  implement  this  roquiremont.

1.  During  the  week  of  H-*15  JUly  i960,  meetiot's  vere  aeld  at  Departcvcat 
of  Defense  (SAF01->3d,  SAFLL,  and  AFC1N*F1A)  concerning  status  of  the  Air 
Force  program  for  investigating  and  reporting  on  Ualdentifled  Aerial 
Phenomena « During  the  course  of  these  meetings,  bjrleflngs  vere  given  to 
staff  members  of  the  Senate  and  House  Cocmlttees  concerned  with  this 
problem. 

2*  At  a briefing  on  I3  JUly  i960,  Sir.  Stuart  French  of  the  Senate 
CoBmittee  on  Preparedness  pointed  out  that  ATIC  should  have  a capability 
to  Investigate  those  cases  vhich  give  an  indication  of  having  a high 
intelligence  or  scientific  potential,  and  also,  those  ^ich  generate  an 
unusual  amount  of  public  interest.  During  the  course  of  a Joint  brief- 
ing  of  members  of  the  House  Armed  Services  Cceialttee,  the  House  Sciences 
and  Astronautics  CoDsnittee,  CIA,  and  Office  of  Secretary  of  the  Air 
Force  on  July  i960,  Mr.  Robert  Smart  of  tlie  Armed  Services  Cosmittee 
stated  that  the  Investigative  capability  of  Air  Force  Bases,  as  currently 
provided,  is  limited  to  routine  ceiseB.  He  further  stated  that  the  Air 
Force  should  have  both  the  numbers  and  capability  to  conduct  the  UFO 
operation.  This  vaa  taken  to  mean  that  the  iterlal  Rienacaena  Group  of 
ASIC  should  investigate  outstanding  cases.  An  indication  of  the  high 
priority  assi^ied  is  the  fact  that  for  an  interim  period,  financing  of 
travel  In  connectl<^  vlth  this  progremi  was  authorized  to  be  mode  directly 
from  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Air  Force. 

3.  This  additional  function  is  estimated  to  involve  12  to  1^  cases  eoci: 
year  re<|uirlng  investigation  and  subsequent  reporting.  Tills  represents 
an  outlay  of  resources  not  originally  programmed  and  not  vlthln  the  pre- 
sent oeq>abillty  of  the  Aerial  Phenomena  Oroiq>  of  ATIC,  idilch  Is  currently 
staffed  ifltb  one  coomlssloned  officer  and  onenoa-caiaaiissioaed  officer* 
Performance  of  the  function  properly  would  necessitate  the  asslgnnent  of 
an  additional  officer  and  would  cost  eqjproxlmately  $3*000  In  travel  funds. 

It  Is  requested  that  the  additional  personnel  and  funds  be  autiiorized* 
This  request  is  being  routed  to  AFCIN-P,  since  tlie  representative  at  the 
meetings,  Lt.  Colonel  Sullivan,  expressed  a viUlngness  to  coordinate  in 
securing  the  additional  resources  necc8sar;:> .
